In further explanation’ of his 
foreign policy General Huang Fu, 
Minister of Forcign Affairs of the 
Nationalist Government, Interview- 
ed by a press representative said 
as follows: .; °° 

“while international treaties are 
binding and, ‘therefore legally 
speaking, the treaties entered into 
between the defunct Peking Gov- 
ernment and. the Powers previous 
to the establishment of the Na- 
tionalist Government have to be 
recognised as valid, at the same 
time,’ most of these treaties bre 
humiliating to our national dignity 
and gieatly detrimontal to our in- 
tereats, Supported by the cntire 
strength of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, I shall try to reach the goal 
either of abrogating or revising 
these unilateral and unequal 
treaties, /Of course, ‘our method 
of abrogating these treaties must 
be other. than ‘a mere declaration 
that they are, {nvalid. 


The Loans- We Oppose. 

“As regards those treaties for 
loans contracted from foreign gov- 
ernments by. Peking since the es- 
tablishment of the Nationalist 
Government, we naturally cannot 
recognise them as valid, the Na- 
tionallst. Government having al- 
ready publicly declared its opposi- 
tion to them’ at ‘Canton, 

“More recently’ still, the Com- 
munists secretly intended to ‘con- 
céde:- Mongolia in favour of Ruasia 
to obtain assistance so as to pro- 
long their agitation. Chang Tso- 
lin likewise has planned | to use 
Manchuria and the Chinese 'East- 
ern Railway as a quid pro quo for 
Japanese money and other assist- 
ances .The Nationalist Govern- 
ment, mindful of such dangers, 
apecially declared ita attitude in 
order thatthe Japanese and Rus- 
sian Governments may awaken to 
their mistaken greed for theif ‘sel-

Even in other 
quarters, there are manifestations 
of sincere British attempts to 
modify its traditional * policy. to- 
ward China. . If in future the Bri- 
tish Government can adhere con- 
sistently to the policy of interna- 
tional justice and fair dealing, the 
Nationalist Government can also . 
reciprocate with goodwill, ,

Though I also 
saw him during his stay here, our 
conversation was purely private, 
as I had made hia acquaintance at 
Peking. In.reference to the Tariff . 
question, I was greatly dissatisfied 
with Mr. Edwardes’ conduct in ap- 
propriating $600,000 out: of the 
Customs, Surplus to the ' Peking 
Government ‘last year, and I took 
the opportunity to call his atten- .

Straight Talk To Japan. 

As regarda -his policy _ toward 
Japan, Minister Huang expressed 
himself in unequivocal terms, He 
said: 

“That Japan has entertained 
wild ambitions regarding China is 
easily noticeable by: all clear-sight- 
ed men and that Chang Tso-lin is 


in order to’ prolong his exfatence 
Is a fact still more evident. There 
is only ' one question behind the 
shaping of any ‘country's attitude 
as regards another, and that is, 
whether the other country's atti- 
tude embraces’ an aggressive 
policy. If Japan can completely 
alter her former policy and cease 
her assistance to Chang Tso-lin, 
then the Nationalist. Government 
ought ‘to be able to look at the 
past with sympathy and tolerance. 
{Only ‘recently I was discussing 
with General Chiang , Kai-shek 
various matters in connection with 
the Northern Expedition. If

RADIO HINTS. 

Battery leads going to o receiv- 
er should be disconnected at the 
battery end first. If this ig not 
done, should the bare ends of the 
leads touch, the battery will be 
short-circuited. 

When’ constructing high . fre- 
quency transformers with tightly 
coupled windings, it is a good plan 
when: aiming at. producing two 
windings of equal inductance, to 
use cotton covered twin bell wire, 
such as is generally used in wir- 
Ing house ° circuits. - .Honeycomb 
lattice coils can quickly be made 
up with this wire, The ends are 
easily identified as’ the two wires 
are given: distinctive markings. 
Although the wire is somewhat 
thick, the turne will hold securely 
together if impregnated with wax. 

Before commencing the wiring 
up of a receiver, the. constructor 
will find‘it beneficial to show some 
consideration as to which connec-. 
tions should be made first. In the 
more complicated: sets there are al- 
ways a number’ of connections to 
be made which prove difficult and 
troublesome.

A GERMAN SAILOR. 


' WHY THE BIGNAVY __ 
COLLAPSED, 


HATRED OF OFFICERS,

expert on the mentality of: the 
forecastle), the critical ‘mind 
would at once suspect its authen- 
ticity. ‘Stumf is so obviously 
above his lower-deck part. His 
knowledge of things in general; 
and especially. of international] 
polities, is certainly equal to that 
of many members of the Reich- 
stag. °° a 
An Unprejudiced Witness, 

However, the sponsorships al- 
ready mentioned allow no doubt 
as to the authenticity of Stumpf 
and his diary, and, that being so, 
he must be accepted as a witness 
of .unusual value. As a member 
of one of the Catholic trade unions 
(before his naval service he was, 
and he now again is, a tin-found- 
er at Nuremberg), he was im- 
mune to the viruses of Socialism 
and Red Internationalism, and so 
escaped those biases which made 
the average Protestant German 
workman an invariable and ruth- 
less critic of the institutions and 
authorities of the old regime. 

It would be difficult to secure to 
witness better qualified, both 


{positively and negatively, to pro- 


nounce onthe sentiments with 


which the German lower deck re- 
i 


garded the war, :

’ Food Shortage. . 
_. By. Whitauntide, 1915, the 
shortage of food has become’ a 
suppurating sore, but this, again, 
is only because-of the contrast be- 
tweens the conditions of the offi- 
cers and those of: the men. 
“While we must be satisfied with 
half the bread ration,” says the 
diary, “in the mess there are 
jubketings «. dud°  carouisdls,’. at 
which six or seven courses are 
erved up.” nici 
“From this‘ time onwards‘ com- 
plaints: against ‘the. officers. be- 


| uneatable, the first. officer makes 
a speech, which ends conclusively: 
“Whoever doesn't like the pota- 
toes can Jeave them, and if any- 
one.else comes to me about them 
V’lUhave him locked up.” But ‘in 
;May, 1917, Stumf remarks. that 
“on board there are still a‘ good

antagonism between poor: and 
rich, and especially ‘between offi- 
cer and soldier?” 

“No Fun Without England,” 

On the first anniversary of 
Jutland he would “rather be a 
slave of'the English than a Ger- 
man: soldier.” So far has he de- 
clined since the opening pages of 
\his diary, in which he wrote the 
‘interesting confession: “Against 
England, the false and infamous, 
has our fieet been built.” Later 
we have. the confession that, 
whereas at the outbreak of war it 
was thought “that the . thing 
would be no fun without Eng: 
land,’'it is now realised to be pre- 
cisely England that has spoilt the 
joke... 

The revolution in Russia has an 
‘immediate and powerful reaction 
on the crews of the German fleet, 
|When Stumpf hears that the men 
of some of the Russian warships 
ihave thrown 'their officers over- 
‘hoard, he writes: “Bravo!. That 
is something for us Germans to 
imitate.” By the end of June, 
1917, he cannot see the first officer 
of his ship without thinking, “If 
only I could cut his throat.” He 
remarks that “if one listened ta 
the talk of the sailors one might 
‘think that the events in Russia 
|must soon be repeated here.” He 
still thinks himself that Germany 
is “far from an upheaval of her 
foundations,” ‘but in August he 
has come to the conclusion that 
“heads must fall here.” “8 

' But though he finds it “pitiful 
that so capable a people as the 
Germans should be so miserably 
Jed," he still writes of “the pure 
figure and noble intentions of the 
Kaiser.” On Feb. 2, 1918, he
